Mr. Rhea explained to the presi­ 
dent that without the aid of 
the 
United States governm ent American 
capital had been enlisted

desirable to know how far the Unit­ 
ed States 
would go in 
protecting 
what Mr. Hima termed “ honorable 
contracts between American business 
men and the Chinese government” 
independent of political 
connection.

randum and promised to study the 
question very carefully.

clined to issue the writ. 
This was 
a determination on his part that no 
reasonable claim to a federal right 
was involved In th*1 case. 
The chief 
justice expressed himself as perfect­ 
ly willing that tho attorneys apply 
to oilier justices . T h a t course was 
pursued. 
Justice H u g h e s was next 
asked to grant the writ.

torneyg declined to s ta te what action 
Justice Hughes hail taken, but after

Canvas backs, mallards, pin tails, 
black jack, ring bills, 
blue 
bills, 
teal, read heads and still others of 
the wild' duck species a r c 
names 
which are full of m ea n in g to nim­ 
rods. 
They may not be 
scientific 
n a m e s perhaps but every sportsmen 
hereabouts who is fam iliar with the 
•river and lake h a u n ts along the 
Illinois, and 
Sangamon 
bottoms 
k n o w s the names by heart. 
T h e days will not be long now 
Tor spring duck shooting as 
the 
du c k s are protected from April lCtth 
until September 1st. 
T h a t is the 
reaso n that local sp o rtsm en have 
been taking advantage of every duck 
c h a n c e during recent days and weeks 
a n d chance is the right word to use 
•because the changing weather has 
m a d e hunting very uncertain. Bucks 
t h a t are now found along the river 
or u p on the lakes n e a r Bath and 
S a id o ra are there m a kin g a tempor­ 
a r y stay during their migratory trip 
to th e north. 
While the weather 
r e m a in s cool and they find something 
to e a t in the sloughs an marshs they 
will remain hut with a sudden turn 
of warm weather off they go to the 
n o rth . 


Charles R. Knollenberg is one of 
th e most successful of local nimrods 
w h en it comes t 
bagging ducks and 
o th e r s who are devotees of the sport 
a r o C. P. Thompson, T. A. Chapin, 
Nelson McMtirphy and J. A. Groves 
a n d they will fill you full of informa­ 
tion. 
There are some of the facts 
they will tell you and which ever 
on e of the men you ask they will 
tell you about the sa m e thing al­ 
tho u g h they will vary as to favorites 
in Hie duck world. 
T h e mallard is the best river 
or 
fresh water duck in the world if that 
h o n o r was not shared by the blue 
wing teal. 
Perhaps it would tie well 
to describe the mallard as the hest 
all round duck, the staple as it were. 
T h e mallard and the 
teal 
behave 
nicely in the field, th at is they come 
in freely to decoys but both test the 
skill of the sportsmen, though 
the 
m a lla rd is somewhat larg er and so 
th e easier mark. 
But while you are 
t a lk in g about mallards and teals do 
not forget the canvas back ducks for 
th e re are many h u n te rs who will 
tell yon that for good points the can­ 
vas back is certainly entitled to the 
crown. 
Canvas backs a re deep water 
•lucks and seek their food in entirely 
different way from the mallard and 
shoal water ducks which in a way 
o re similiar to tame ducks in that 
they get their food by diving, disap­ 
pearing completely from the surface, 
of the water-and re-a,anearing with 
food in their mouths. 
Their main 
food is a bulbous plant. 
There is a 
g r e a t delicacy of flavor in the taste 
of the canvas back no d o u b t resulting | 
from the character of the food they 
eat. 


his coat. 
He wore a white shirt and 
for hours we lay their in blind trying 
to get a chance at the fowl. 
They 
kept circling a >o'ut us in a tantalizing 
way but never got near enough for 
a shot. 
Finally I persuaded my part­ 
ner to let me go by myself to a point 
a h u n d re d yards away.

shooting at them but instead I ar­ 
range to disturb them in some way 
and to frighten them off from 
the 
feeding place without shooting. Then 
it will not 'be long until they begin 
to drop hack iii pairs and larger 
companies to feed and i can get shots 
at them without worrying or fright­ 
ening away the others in the same 
big flock or family. 
Feeding ducks 
corn is a practice andor some circum­ 
stances. 
Let a wild duck get the 
taste of corn once in a locality and 
he pretty apt to stay around looking 
for more food of the same kind until 
he m eets his fate. Corn seems to have 
a delicacy of flavor or something al­ 
most intoxicating about it for the 
wild duck get tho habit or rather 
♦h*> craving for it after one or two 
feedings at the most.”

Cold blustery days are the 
best for then the d u c k s are least 
suspicious. 
While they are exceed­ 
ingly wary and blessed with eyes of 
t h e keenest preceptlou yet they are 
fill! of curiosity and while at times 
they will not come in without much 
coaxing at other times they rush in 
with great recklessnes. 
Others 
of 
the 
breeds have special character­ 
i s t i c s 'but in the general tho methods 
herealKMit for hagging them are the 
same. 
Only part. of the d u c k s mentioned 
in the first paragraph have arrived 
h ere this season as they vary some­ 
w h a t with the weather. 
Practically 
the only duck which breeds here and 
s o remains all su m m e r is tho wood 
duck. 
Its meat is tine and tender 
and it is a comparatively easy bird 
l o shoot.' Talking n'bout wood ducks 
o n e of tile nimrods mentioned said 
yesterday: “They a re said to build 
♦heir nests in trees hut In all 
my 
hunting days I have never seen a 
nest or have seen a n y very young 
ones of the wood duck variety. 
The 
nests of most ducks a re made in tile 
m arsh s and sloughs. 
The 
motor 
duck 'first moulds lier nest By sitting 
in it for a time aud working lier body 
a ro u n d and then it is carefully lined 
with feathers and grasses.
